Extract from the Convention with Great Britain of 20th 
October. 1818. 
’ 
“ Ar t . I. Whereas, differences have arisen, resDeethur »he 
liberty claimed by the United Slates, for the iuhabiiama there­ 
of to take, dry, ami cure fish, on certain coasts, hax*, harbor* 
and creeks of his Brittanic Majesty’s dominions in America’ 
it is agreed, hetwoen the high contracting parties, that th»’ 
inhabitauts of the said United States shall have, forever in 
common with the subject* of his Brittannic Majesty, the liber­ 
ty to take fish of every kind, on that part ot the southern 
c«iit*i id Newfoundland, which extends from Cape IUy to the 
Rameau Islands, on the western and northern coast of New­ 
foundland, from the said Cape Ray to the Quirpou Island* on 
the shores of the Magdalen Islands, and also on the coasts 
bays, harbors, and creeks from Mount J«*|y, on the southern 
coast of Labrador, to and through the Straits of Hellish- and 
thence northwardly, indefinitely, along the coast; without 
prejudice, how ever, to any of the exclusive rights of the Hud­ 
son Bay Company ; ami that the American fishermen shall 
also have liberty, forever, to dry and cure fish in any part of 
the unsettled bays, harbors, and creeks, of the southern part 
of the coast of New foundland, hereulmve described, and of the
